HALIFAX, Feb. 4.—A big red monoplane dropped down today on 
the snow-stresked turf of the Halifax airport—and a race was won. 
Peter Makaroff, J B. Shukin and 8, F. Reiben had reached this city 
in time to see Peter Verigin before the Doukhobor chieftain sails 
for Russia as a deportee from Canada 

They will seek from immigration officials the right to confer with 
Verigin, to obtain from him ideas and plans on which to base the 
future activities and policies of the order.

The Passing Show

The Local Council of Women of Edmonton made 
history a few days ago when they 
passed a resolution favoring the establishment of a 
government birth control clinic. It was not a de- 
cision of impulse; the subject had been discussed by 


medical and social authorities for some months 
past. and the views of 26 affiliated societies obtained. 

Women as individuals have been in the forefront 
of radical reform for generations past; as a mass 
they have closed their ranks tightly against any 
radical expression. 

Every man in the secret recesses of his memory 
—and they had better be kept there—has some tales 
stored away of the strange contradictions of the 
feminine mind between its private and public ex- 
pressions. One of mine that does permit of telling is 
of a. very clever lady who was a state delegate to 
the national convention of her party at—we wil) say 
San Francisco. She was entrusted with the sacred 
task of moving the resolution affirming the adher- 
ence of the women of the party to the cause of pro- 
hibition. 

She made a capital speech and won much praise 
Telling me of the triumph a few months later, and 
declaiming a few of the more stirring passages, she 
attributed her success on the occasion to having 
taken a good stiffener of whisky before going on 
the platform. She was quite honest in both expres- 
sions. - In the one she acted as the individual; in 
the other as the mouthpiece of her sisters. Quite 
likely a majorily of her sisters were equally libera 
in their views. They felt as a body that they must 
stand for the conventions 

That an individual wornan should believe in 
birth control seems an honest and proper belief. 
Surely if a woman is to bear a child she has the 
tight to decide when that event should happen, and 
prepare for it as the sacrament it is Haphazard 
motherhood seems shocking where it is not de- 
grading. It is a noteworthy event when a body 
of representative women courageously put the con- 
ventions behind them and go on record as favoring 
government birth control clinics for those who may 
need them

Mr. Dick is a Scotsman. At the Burns Feilow- 
ship banquet he was a speaker. Not being a Scot I 
don't know the name given to the offence of talking 
politics and business at a banquet to ‘the immortal 
memory.” But Mr. Dick felt so keenly his differ- 
ence from his federa] leader over the question of 
our present undeflated currency, that he undertook 
to score Premier Bennett at the Burns dinner. Can 
any stronger test of his deep feeling on the matter 
be asked’ 

Here are some of the things he said: 

“Premier Bennett is against inflation. Every 
other country has inflation or is talking about it 
Canada is the greatest country on earth—with 
10,500,000 people. and a debt of %600 a head.” 

“The four Western provinces, with a popula- 
tion less than half of California, are practically 
on the verge of revolt,” 

“This is not Russie. There they confiscate 
property; here they take it way from you 
through taxation. An election, federal or pro- 
vincial, would be a welcome thing.” 

“I disagree with Premier Bennett. We need 
inflation, and we need it in a big way The 
depression will continue unless something is 
done along these lines.” 

“Our salvation les with the country to the 
south of us. We have been a mlich cow for the 
United States. How many people have we with 
no currency at all?” 

“Taxes are destroying our country and stifl- 
ing industry, due to debts that can never be 
paid.” 

I pick these two items—the remarks of this Con- 
servative member at a Burns banquet, and the re- 
solution of the Edmonton ladies—as the two most 
significant items of Canadian news for the past 
week 


In England there will probably be some regret at 
Premier Bennett's announcement, which means that 
Canada will keep on a semi-gold standard. A fight 
is raging between the gold nations and the non- 
gold nations to see whether gold shall be kept at 
its present high value, or reduced in value with 
ali other commodities. 

Gold, though among the least useful of metals, 
is the only commodity in the world todsey against 
which there is no tariff barrier. Refusal of nations 
to receive payment in anything other than gold is 
maintaining that metal at an articicially high price 
Production of gold is increasing rapidly. It cannot 
escape the fate of other commodities if production 
is maintained. It may fall to a level at which the 
central banks of those countries which have aban- 
doned the gold standard will resume gold pur- 
chases. The pressure of the non-gold standard coun- 
tries is forcing other countries to cease buying gold 

The Bank of England is being urged to asss’rt in 
the world devaluation of gold by refus'ng to buy 
more, and to pay any further war debt instalments 
it required, out of the banks gold holdings ‘its 
former reserve). 

Canada’s gold is being used to keep the Canadian 
dollar at so high a price that Canada is robbed of 
the benefits of the Imperial Treaty and her wheet

Acquires Some 
Gnaw-Ledge

V HILE Mr. Arthur Heming*is widely 
known as an artist and author of 
ternational repute, it is not so wide 
ly known that he has had the distinction of 
furnishing lexicographers with a “classic,” 
sv Mr. E. P. Beatty, in a commendatory letter 
to the author, designates his unique spelling 
oft the word “gnaw.” 

Mr. Heming’s ability to exce! in the three 
@rts rather than in the three R’s was appar- 
ently responsible for his failare to exce! in 
the art of spelling in his school days, His 
propensity for drawing pictures instead of 
drawing on his fund of knowledge at the 
spelling hour resulted in a sound thrashing 
being administered daily at 11 a.m. sharp 
and, incidentally, in his early retirement 
from school. But nothing daunted, the 
author-artist continued to spell until he 
spelled success into his life. But the word 
“gnaw” had a nasty habit of eluding him. It 
gnawed itself into his intellectual vitals until 
an incident occurred which implanted the 
word in his brain for time and eternity. 

He was at Old Lyme, Connecticut, at the 
time, working hard on his first book, “Spirit 
Lake.” Around him, in his studio, were 
eight dictionaries. Some of them whoppers 
But of what use a dictionary if one does not 
know how to spell? After half an hour's 
fruitless search the author became exasper- 
@ted. He dashed into the house, filled with 
American celebrities, amongst them the late 
Woodrow Wilson and Willard Metcalf. He 
cupped his hands and whispered to Metcalf 
a famous speller: 

“How do you spell the word ‘gnaw’? 

Metcalf looked funny. Then he asked: 

“How do you spell it?” 

“That made me sore,” Mr. Heming said.

It thus came about that, instead of lo 
ing nry money on his wheel of fortune, I saw 
the Prince of Monaco himself. As his royal 
highnéss only visits his sovereign estate on 
the shores of the Mediterranean for a few 
months during the winter season, my fortune 
Was great, for at that time he only appears 
in public on one occasion. That is when he 
drives from the railroad station of Monaco 
Ville to his castle on the edge of the rock. 

Monaco, of which Monte Carlo is but a 
part, is the smallest principality in the world 
It has less than twenty-five thousand. inhabi- 
tants. Barely several kilometres in length, 
it is hardly one in width, and this meagre 
area is mostly rock and cliffs. Always e 
cepted is the jutting promontory that house 
the medieval town of Monaco. Aeross and 
on the opposite side of the bay is the luxury 
tewn of Monte Carlo.

Emily Post, Graduate of Manners and Etiquette 


RBITER of manners and authority on 
A etiquette, Emily Post has brought a 
feeling of content into the hearts of 
countles citizens of Canada and that 
country to the south who formerly expressed 
uncertainty as to the difference between a 
fish fork and an entree. 

Argue pro and con on the artificiality of 
guch acquirements, titter at the conscious 
crooking of the little finger as cup is raised 
to lips, maintain that manners spring from 
inward fonts of kindliness and graciousness 
and are not a sop to some inferior democracy, 
but remember that the “Etiquette” of Emily 
Post has sold at least 200,000 copies and that 
her syndicated manners column is daily read 
by millions on the North American contin- 
ent. 

Do not forget that Emily Post is quali- 
fied to give advice. A southern belle but 
educated in New York, the lady is as rigid in 
correctness as the Social Register. Her 
family background is meticulous and there is 
a pretty story told about her father. A 
fashionable architect in the early nineties 
and a pioneer of skyscraper construction, 
Bruce Price was travelling through Canada 
in the company of a visiting duke. Each time 
the special train stopped at a wayside station 
and eager little girls appeared with flowers, 
the darlings, after sizing up the party, would 
thrust their posies into the hands of the 
embarrassed Mr. Price, distinguished in 
appearance and sartorially correct, So 
exasperating did this finally become that the 
little girls were in danger of having their 
golden curls extracted by the roots by the 
enraged American until the British person- 
age exclaimed: “My dear Price, you mustn't 
mind. It isn’t your fault if the Lord made 
you in the image of a duke!” 

Mrs. Post will tell you that her 
“Etiquette” was accidental; unceremoniously 
thrust upon her. There was no predestined 
call to be the arbiter of bread-and-butter 
notes or calling-card procedure, Ten years 
ago she needed money. Not that she faced 
eviction or anything so drastic She was, 
however, in that frame of mind that leaves a 
lady ready to endorse a toilet soap or facial 
cream, A contem ary of Mre. Edith Whar 
ton, she had been writing novels with a con 
tinental background when a publisher, with 
commendable astuteness, decided to put out 
a tome on etiquette, It seemed a risky under- 
taking. Other books on manners had been 
published and launched on a wave of adver- 
tifing in which “everybody titteved when I 
took an olive with my fork” or “everybody 
tittered when | ordered chicken salad.” 

Mrs. Post went at her astounding task 
painstakingly. Six hundred and eighty pages 
lay within the covers of her “Etiquette.” She 
carefwly scrutinized the proofs, made cor- 
rections and revisions. When the book went 


on the market, backed by Mrs. Post’s bluc 
skies. A Lady Chesterfield was born. 

Thousands of uncertain queries formed 
the background, sales went soaring to the 
an avalanche of aftermath. “Dear Mrs. 
Post: How do I bring out my daughter”” o1 
“Dear Mrs. Post: When is it a black tie, 
when a white?” If the lady felt inclined to 
shudder, she controlled the impulse bravely. 
Always the reply was friendly and instruc- 
tive. She engaged in research, but often felt 
nonplussed at queries. When her “Etiquette” 
went through revision she grouped the ques- 
tions, worthy of no rock-bound answer, in a 
special section titled “Customs in Some 
Neighborhoods.” 

On the whole, however, Mrs. Post waste 
no time in subterfuge. She comes immedi- 
ately to the point and tells us what we want 
to know, what not to say if a waiter or a 
footman pours scalding soup into one’s lap, 
how to make some social headway if a long- 
forgotten uncle in the Yukon dies, bequeath- 
ing one a million. Occasionally she scores a 
miss. The tangle of official precedence at 
diplomatic dinners is something that still 
lends a piquancy to social functions at 
Ottawa or Washington, 

She has ecentributed to the amenitics of 
living. She has swept away from many 
that gnawing fear of uncertainty and ha 
bolstered timid souls with a sense, albeit 
conscious, of “See-I-know-what's-right!” She 
has solved the problem of a bone on which 
meat lingers; how to seat the guests and 
tart the ball of conversation rolling. She 
ha aid what not to do when a gla end 


liquid spilling over damask or a kidding 
knife sends gravy cascading down the table 
One makes no comment on discovering a hair 
within the soup or a grub among the lettuce 
No ruling has been made, however, on the
